Affidavit of Philip Thickneſſe, the Father of 
Lord Audley, fworn at Bath the 23d Day of 


Fanuary, 1792. 


HILIP THICKNESSE made an Affi- 

davit before Jacob Smith Eſq. one of his 
Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace for the City of - 
Bath, and therein depoſed to the followingpurport: 
That, about ten or twelve years ſince, John Palmer, 
Eſq. then of Bath, and late Comptroller of the 
Poſt-Office, came to him with a meſſage from 
Lord Audley, the ſubſtance of which was—That 
he (Lord Audley) being ſenſible of his miſcon- 
duct, deſired deponent would permit the faid | 
Lord Audley to viſit him, and that his the ſaid 
Lord Audley's former negle& and miſconduct 


nught be forgotten, To which requeſt Deponent 


replied,

replied, that he feared it was not a ſincere repen- 
tance, but that, Lord Audley knowing Deponent 
was then very ill, a few thouſand pounds 


(which Deponent was obliged to divide among 


the ſaid Lord Audley's Mother's Children, but in 
the proportions he thought proper, and of which 
he might have given the ſaid Lord Audley only 
one ſhilling) cauſed ſo unexpected a change in 


his way of acting. To obviate which, Mr. Pal- 


mer informed Deponent, that Lord Audley declar- 


| ed he would ſettle £ 200 a year upon Deponent 
during his life, He, however, deſired Mr. Pal- 


wer and Lord Audley would dine with him the 
next day, declaring that he could ſay no more, 


till he had experienced whether any part of that 


unbounded affection Deponent had formerly felt 
for the ſaid Lord Audley was likely to return; 
aſſerting, that, if it did not, he could not play the 


. Hypocrite, That the ſaid Lord Audley and 
Mr.

Mr. Palmer came accordingly, and Lord Aud. 
ley's condutt appeared in every reſpe&t ſo ſincere, 
and his viſits afterwards were ſo long and properly 
repeated, that Deponent ſoon recovered the long 
loſt affeQion of a father That the ſaid Lord 
Audley told Deponent that he owed / 1000 in 
London and did not know how to look his credi- . 
tors in the face, being aſhamed to take the privilege 
of parliament— That Deponent propoſed to 
apply to the late Duke of Montague, the only 
Truſtee, to give him permiſſion to make that diſ- 
tribution in Deponent's life time, which he had a 
power to make at his death. This requeſt was 
complied with, Deponent therefore ſold out ſtock, 
more than ſufficient, and paid into Meſſs. Hoare's 
hand a thouſand pounds for the ſaid Lord Aud-
